The Release of Three Missionaries 

“Many of the brethren in the Lord” 
waxed confident and became bolder “to 
speak the word without fear” because 
of Paul’s imprisonment, as he wrote to 
the church at Philippi. Undoubtedly this 
will be one result, throughout the Chris- 
tian world, of the recent arrest of the 
Rev. Bruce F. Hunt, missionary of the 
Orthodox Presbyterian Church, and Dr. 
and Mrs. Roy M. Byram, missionaries of 
the Independent Board for Presbyterian 
Foreign Missions, in Manchukuo. They 
were arrested in Harbin, October 22, and 
held there until the 26th, then taken to 


Antung. As this issue goes to press, 
word comes from the State Department 
that they are to be released and are to 
be expelled from the country. Mrs. Hunt 
and their five children are in Harbin, 
and Dr. and Mrs. Byram’s two daughters 
are students at Wheaton College. The 
news of the arrest of the missionaries 
was widely broadcast, and now it is a 
cause for thanksgiving that God has an- 
swered prayer for their release. How- 
ever, the whole incident is a new chal- 
lenge to Christian people to pray for 
these two families, and for all Christian 
nationals and missionaries who are still 
witnessing for Christ in the Japanese 
Empire.

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God's Ravens in Africa 


$B wren. is the ring of the words 
when the right man rings 
them,” sang Robert Louis Stev- 
enson. The right woman wrote “God’s 
Ravens,” — witty, serious, vivacious, ex- 
perienced, consecrated. Julia Kellers- 
berger came from the Deep South, where 
she grew up with American Negroes and 
learned to love them; she has spent her 
adult years in the deep recesses of Con- 
goland bringing, with her physician- 
husband, light and healing to African 
Negroes. For twenty-four years Dr. and 
Mrs. Kellersberger battled against sick- 
ness and sin.

Story of Life and Work in the Belgian Congo,” 
by Julia Kellersberger.

Mission Hill registered 1,406,160 dispen- 
sary consultations alone. They trained 
their own helpers, and each of the 41 
medical boys takes his turn in leading 
the religious services. In 1926 Dr. Kel- 
lersberger wrote: “Within the past few 
months I have examined 17,000 people in 
the vicinity. Four hundred cases of 
sleeping sickness were found among 
them, and a thousand injections were 
given by one Congolese nurse at our field 
dispensary without mishap.” In. their 
leper colony hundreds of poor sufferers 
have been in residence. Strange sick- 
nesses baffle them. The similium fly’s 
“bite infects with a parasite which mi- 
grates from the bitten place to the eye, 
and does its deadly work with a pre- 
cision so great that blindness results. 
Only by removing in time the small 
nodule on the body holding the parent 
parasite can blindness be prevented. Of 
11,125 hospital patients with sleeping 
sickness ninety per cent were cured! 
We get an idea of the majesty and 
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greatness of missions when we think of 
this one little hospital among the forty- 
nine Christian hospitals on the Congo 
alone. News on the war-murder front 
screams out of the newspaper headlines 
in great black letters. Christ’s peaceful 
battles never make the headlines in the 
metropolitan press,—never, Yet how 
much more thrilling and more perma- 
nently important they are than those 
that redden mud and snow in the 
Ukraine. 

Over this colony of good Samaritans 
flutter God’s ravens, and Mrs. Kellers- 
berger tells how often they have glided 
down to satisfy imperious needs. “We 
are ordinary people [No, you’re not.— 
Reviewer] seeking to do an extraord- 
inary piece of work in the strength of 
an extraordinary God.” One example 
only of His extraordinary care: 

“The hospital was without quinine, 
that expensive drug of primary impor- 
tance to life in malarial countries. There 
were scarcely enough funds in the re- 
duced medical budget to keep the staff 
in health, much less to care for the hun- 
dreds of sick who continued to come 
daily. Special prayer was made for that 
precious bitter powder, since the next 
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order ‘could not “arrive for months. 
Shortly after, as a gesture of good will 


(and, though they wene unaware of the ° 


fact, as an answer to prayer), a Belgian 
commergial company ,sent five pounds 
of this, expensive drug; more valuable 
than gold to those who gre ill. In sim- 
ilar- ways the ravens. kept the rapidly 
emptied tins constantly refilled. The 
hospital mever lacked this absolutely 
essential medicjne for any dangerous 
length of time. 

“On another occasion, when only six 
pieces of gauze were left.for emergency 
operations, a Belgian guest, not dreaming 
of the need, gave ‘the doctor several 
bolts of thin, white cloth which, when 
sterilized, admirably served the purpose. 


Similarly, boxes. of White Cross supplies - 


would arrive at strategic times to meet 
specific needs.” 

So has God ‘supplied all this ‘hard- 
pressed little hospital’s needs, “according 
to his riches in glory.” One does not 
wonder that it has adopted as its device 
the altered phrase: ~ 

“Quoth the raven, Evermore !” 

“The Lord shall preserve thy going 
out and thy coming in from this time 
forth, and even. for evermore” (Psa. 
121:8). 
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Are Christians “Born Again’’? 


Don’t you think it is about time for 
scholars and theologians to cease talking 
about the “new birth” or being “born 
again,” for the very adequate reason that 
no such event ever occurs, and the addi- 
tional reason that the Bible nowhere 
teaches that it does? When Nicodemus 
came to Jesus seeking inside information 
concerning the Kingdom, Jesus told him 
that “except one be begotten from above,” 
not born again, he could not obtain what 
he sought. The Kingdom of God means 
the reign of God in the heart, and its 
mysteries can be learned by experience 
only. In John 3:5 Jesus says, “Except 
one be begotten of water, even the Spirit, 
he cannot enter into the Kingdom of 
God.” Christ first speaks of the symbol, 
water, and then of the thing it signifies, 
the Spirit. But we are told that the lan- 
guage of Jesus here is metaphorical, Be 
it so, but the law of language requires 
that there be at least one obvious point 
of resemblance between the metaphor and 
the thing signified. But I do not find a 
single point of similarity between a phys- 
ical birth and spiritual regeneration, not 
one. But there are a\ number of very 
striking points of resemblance between 
physical and spiritual begetting. 

First, each is the beginning of life in 
its own realm, one physical and the other 
spiritual. No doubt this is why the giving 
of spiritual life is called a begetting. Sec- 
ond, in both realms, the relationship be- 
tween parent and offspring is the result 
of begetting, but never of birth. Third, 
in both realms, the child inherits the 
nature of the parent through begetting, 
but never through birth. It occurs to me 
that the above undeniable facts should 


enable any thoughtful person to see the 
stupendous folly of referring to spiritual 
regeneration as a: birth. . If the Greek were 
correctly rendered here, the misinterpre- 
tation of this Scripture would céase. 
God is not a woman that children 
should be “born” of Him. » He is the Father 
of the saved because He has spiritually 
begotten them, hence Jesus taught His 
disciples to pray, “Our Father,” — not our 
mother, — “which art in‘Heaven.”—A West 

Virginia pastor. 

It~ is not particularly strange that 
scholars and theologians, and multitudes 
of ‘humble Christians who lay no claim 
to being either scholars or theologians, 
should talk of the -“new birth” and “be- 
ing born ‘again.” Both the King James 
Version and the American Standard Ver- 
sion use the word “born” in relation 
to the’ miracle that takes place when one 
receives Christ as Saviour. The render- 
ings of two familiar verses given by the 
West Virginia pastor are either his own 
or marginal readings’ which he has dis- 
covered, but which do not ‘exist as such 
in eifher of the two-Versions named. 
Here is John 3:8°’in the two versions: 
“Jesus answered .and said unto’ ‘hiza, 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a 
man'‘be born again; he cannot see the 
kingdom of God”. (K.J.V.); “Jesus an- 
swered and said unto him; Verily; verily, 
IT say unto thee; Except’ one be born 


anew, he catinot seé thé kingdom of — 


God” (ASV). “A marginal note at the

word “anew” in the American Stand- 
ard Version gives the reading “from 
above.” Here is the portion of John 3:5, 
quoted by the pastor, as given in the two 
versions: “Except a man be: born of 
water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter 
into the kingdom of God” (K.J.V.); “Ex- 
cept one be born of water and the Spirit, 
he cannot enter into the kingdom of 
God” (A.S.V.). 

'- The West Virginia pastor’s question 


“was submitted to Ernest Gordon, who 


has a thorough knowledge of New Tes- 
tament Greek. His reply follows: 

The word gennao means both “to be- 
get” and “to be born.” It is used in both 
senses, thus: 

Matthew 1:20: “For that which is be- 
gotten in her is of the Holy Ghost.” Hee 
begotten can be the only meaning. “In 
her” determines that. Matthew 2:1 and 4: 
“When Jesus was born in Bethlehem,” 
“where Christ should be born.” Jesus was 
“certainly not begotten in Bethlehem. 

In other cases either translation is allow- 
able. This is the case with John 3:3, 
“Except a man be born again, or from 
above”; or, “Except a man be begotten 
again, or from above.” They are equally 
accurate. However, the language of verse 
four, “Can he enter the second time into 
his mother’s womb; and be born?” seems 
to imply a first birth followed by a second 
without second begetting. But one should 
recall Archbishop Usher’s admonition 
against pressing the udders of Scripture 
too hard. 

The West Virginia pastor makes a strong 
case for the use of beget rather than born, 
and I cannot see why those who wish to 
use the word “beget” instedd of “born” 
should not do so. 

While in the. physical realm there: is 
a period of nine months between con- 
ception and birth, yet no such period is 
accounted for in Scripture’ in relation 
to spiritua) birth. When one is begotten 
from above, or born again, the miracle 
is instantaneous, though we may not al- 
ways know the exact moment. at which 
it happens. As has been pointed out, the 
phrase “born again” is derived from the 
two translations of the Bible which are 
in commen use today. Writing of “the 
sons of God,” John says, “which wére 
born, not of blood, nor of the will ‘of 
the flesh, nor of the will of man, but 
of God” (John 1:13). Paul wrote to the 
Galatians, “My little children, of whom 
I travail in birth’ again until Christ be 
formed in you” (Gal. 4:19). 

There is one very practical consideta- 
tion that it is well to keep in mind. It 
would be almost impossible for Sunday 
school teachers, child evangelism work- 
ers, and parents to teach this great doc- 
trine to children if they were obliged to 
place the emphasis on begetting rather 
than on the new birth. Children are 
used to welcoming new babies in their 
own home, though they cannot under- 
stand the fuil process of human birth 
until they reach a certain age. It would 
be much more complicated and difficult 
in teaching children to draw a parallel 
between spiritual and physical concep- 
tion than it is to compare the beginning 
of a new little life on this earth and the 


new, spiritual life in their own hearts.

live on that. At times his faith has been 
put to the supreme test. He suffered a 
broken neck and Mrs. LeTourneau was 
badly injured in an automobile collision 
in which five people were killed, and, 
later, one of his sons was killed in an 
eirplane crash. Mr. LeTourneau sur- 
vived that test of faith as he had sur- 
vived the accident. 

One of eight children, Mr. LeTourneau 
started life like any ordinary American 
boy. Too restless to continue school, 
he quit when he was fourteen, and 
went to work, becoming, successively, 
farm hand, iron monger, garage me- 
chanic, and repair man.

HE courtyard of the home of Valerius

Of course I was 
not allowed to play with the Jewish 
boys, and my old slave Tiberius tried 
to provide every amusement for me 
within our home. But’ one morning 
Father sent Tiberius on an errand, and 
I decided to explore the city.” 

Valerius smiled in reminiscence of his 
swaggering, youthful assurance. 

“I was not anxious to meet Tiberius 
and be taken home, so I hurried down 
the first side street leaving the main 
avenue. It was fascinating to me, and 
I was enjoying the feeling of freedom. 
Those were streets to which Tiberius 
never brought me, and there were the 
children with whom I could never play. 
At length I came into a broad street, 
and as I stood at the corner I saw a

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not find Him again. Seeing a member of 
his father’s guard he had taken his way 
home.

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Teaching by Objects 


By Kenneth E. Pettijohn 
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XI. How Christ Reveals God - - 
Object: A dictionary. . 

Theme: We learn the meaning of 
words from the dictionary; we lear 
about God the Father from Jesus Christ 
the Son, who came to reveal the Father. 


CAREFUL reading of John 14,15, 

and 16 will provide excellent*prep- 
aration for teaching this lesson. . The 
actual object lesson should be limited 
to a single thought that is clearly ex- 
plained in a short time, but these three 
chapters repeat the important part 
of the theme in so many different ways 
that a reading of them cannot help: but 
inspire the teacher’s heart, and through 
him, the child’s heart. 

A good-sized dictionary should be 
used. Hold it up before the childrén 
and ask them what it is. Then ~ask 
what it is used for. The reply “will 
be something like, “To explain ‘ the 
meaning of words.” Tell the children 
that you agree with their definition, but 
that you want them to see the actual 
definition that the dictionary gives about 
itself. Have one of the better readers 
among the boys or the girls read: the 
definition of the word dictionary. 

Here is a natural place for the “atten- 
tion-change” from the object of the lés- 
son to the lesson itself. Tell your pupils 
that you mention the purpose of the 
dictionary because you want to remind 
them, in a way that they will remember, 
that Christ reveals God the Father to us. 
A dictionary does more than define 
words. It shows how they are used. In 
like manner, Christ not only reveals God 
to us; He shows us the way to God. 

‘The next step in the lesson is to let 
the Bible tell how Christ reveals God 
to us. The following verses can be read 
by different children: John 1:18; John 
14:7, 9; Colossians 1:15; 2 Corinthians 4: 
4; Hebrews 1:1-3. 

Many other verses may be chosen, but 
this lesson is so important that only a 
few verses should be used. Each verse 
that is used should contribute something 
toward the lesson. A brief explanation 
or discussion of the meaning of each 
verse should make clear to every child 
that we know about God because Christ 
came to tell us about Him. It should 
also prepare the way to leave in each 
heart the knowledge that the only way 
to the Father is through Christ (John 
14:6). Christ confesses to the Father. ali 
who confess Him before men (Matt; 10: 
32; Luke 12:8; Rev. 3:8). The conélu- 
sion should be: “We gain much wh 
we confess Christ. Accept Him today 
if you haven’t already done so.”

Dr. McComb has. published this 
book of eight addresses to. help 
strengthen the faith and clear away

of His purposes, some of which .are:. To 
take out from the Gentiles a people ‘for 
His name, to demonstrate His power .to 
protect and provide for His own in a 
hostile world, to demonstrate man’s in- 
ability to run this world without Him, 
and to show the folly of opposing Him 
or attempting to thwart His plans. The 
second chapter,. “Satan’s Propaganda,” 
shows the source from which arise: mis- 
understandings on these points. There 
is a chapter on “The Perseverance of 
the Saints,” and on “The Seat of-Author- 
ity.” They are not dull, dry -homilies, 
but bright, warm, convincing messages 
full of comfort and power.

Pottery in the United States. By Helen 
E. Stiles. (E. P. Dutton and Co., New 
York, $3.) A most alluring hobby, avail- 
able for almost anyone, and which can 
happily be followed throughout a life- 
time is the art of ceramics, or pottery. 
Interesting material for its study can 
be found everywhere. Many books have 
been written on the subject, but none 
more fascinating than those by Miss 
Stiles, of which this is the fourth, the 
others covering the pottery of the Amer- 
ican Indians, the Ancients, and the Euro- 
peans. The whole history of pottery in 
the United States is given, from the 
earliest importations, through the first 
American-made ware and up to the 
latest article in china, artware, and tile. 
The work is not a textbook, but gives 
a great mass of information in a form 
so entertaining and delightful that it is 
difficult to lay it aside. The particular 
types of pottery made in different sec- 
tions of the country are identified and 
illustrated, the whole story making an 
absorbing picture and a commentary on 
American home and business life. The 
more than one hundred exquisite photo- 
graphs make the book one of rich beauty 
and artistic value.

The author says, “Each message 
brings to mind some great crisis or time 
of spiritual enrichment.” We have here 
six unusually readable sermons. The 
sermon that will cause most comment 
is: “Tears in Heaven.” What a strange 
place for tears! But the author be- 
lieves that there will be. Many will 
probably not agree with him in all of 
his conclusions, but his comments on the 
Scriptures he has gathered together 
should be read. How any Christian can 
read this message and not be stirred to 
more faithful witnessing it is hard to 
see, even if he does not entirely agree. 
Each one of the messages is vital and 
packed with Scriptural teaching. 


Great Missionaries to Africa. By J. 
THeodore Mueller. (Zondervan Publish- 
ing. House, Grand Rapids, Mich., $1.) 
“Whether they succeeded or whether 
they failed, the missionaries of Jesus 
Christ are to us lights that show us the 
way where we should go.” The thirteen 
missionaries to Africa whose brief biog- 
raphies are given in this book were 
indeed lights in a dark place. Here we 
journey with Robert Moffat and David 
Livingstone; we meet satanic opposition 
with Johann Ludwig Krapf, and Samuel 
Adjai Crowther; we see new fields 
opened with Francois Coillard and John 
Mackenzie; and we come to realize how 
great is our God as we follow the steps 
of James Stewart in South Africa, 
George Grenfell in the Congo, Robert 
Laws in Livingstonia, Alexander Mackay 
in Uganda, Mary Slessor in Nigeria, Gra- 
ham Wilmot Brooke in the Sudan, and 
as we “think black” with Dan Crawford 
in Central Africa. Nothing does more 
to increase the missionary interest and 
zeel of a Christian than reading of the 
triumphs and difficulties of the Gospel 
in mission lands. And these stirring 
stories of missionaries to the Dark Con- 
tinent call us to serve as they served. 


Does God Answer Prayer? By Louise 
Harrison McCraw. (Zondervan Publish- 
ing House, Grand Rapids, Mich., $1.) 
There are not many people who can 
write a book like this. Many have the 
literary ability, many have the knowl- 
edge of God’s Word to do so. But this 
book was written by one who has spent 
years with Christ in the school of prayer. 
She has learned well her lessons of 
humility and utter dependence. Prayer 
is hard work, and most Christians are 
not willing to pay the price of the les- 
sons found here. 

“Does God Answer Prayer?”- Yes, God 
will answer prayer, if —. The “if” is 
the subject of this book. The author 
through the years has searched the Bible 
from one cover to the other to find the 
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conditions on which God can answer 
prayer. When she has given experiences 
which we feel must be her own, she has 
done it in such a humble and impersonal 
manner that no one could be offended. 
She is well known as an author of fic- 
tion and biography, but this is her first 
devotional book: Christians should read 
it. It will cause searchings of heart. 


Junior Magic Sermon-Talks. By Jacob 
J. Sessler. (Fleming H. Revell Co., New 
York, $1.25.) There are two pieces of 
white paper quite alike, but one will 
burn in the candle flame and one will 
not. Two handkerchiefs, one soiled and 
spotted and the other clean and white, 
are flung into the air and come down 
knotted together; they are tossed again 
and come down separately. A ‘small 
match box is shown to be empty, then 
suddenly it is discovered there is a pic- 
tured serpent in it,—the snake typify- 
ing sin. A twisted paper rope (Peter’s 
difficult circumstances in jail) is found to 
be practically impossible to break, but:a 
moistened finger held on it (prayer) 
causes it easily to separate. A small can- 
dle is seen to burn under water, and a 
match becomes two matches in the per- 
former’s hand. These and many other sim- 
ple tricks of apparent magic are used to 
arouse curiosity, attract attention, and to 
rivet in the mind Bible stories, spiritual

Approach to the Lesson 

N THE different Scriptures suggested 

for our reading, as well as in the two 

passages of our printed lesson, we 
have the “church” presented in two dis- 
tinct aspects, namely, as the mystical 
body of Christ, and as a local church 
in a given district. The first is made 
up only of the redeemed. It embraces 
all, from Pentecost on, who have been 
baptized by the Holy Spirit into one 
body (1 Cor. 12:12, 13). The latter is 
the church in responsibility on earth, as 
in measure committed to men as God’s 
representative; and it includes all in any 
given place who are gathered together 
for Christian fellowship, and who profess 
allegiance to Christ as Lord and Head. 
In these local churches or assemblies 
there may be even unconverted peo- 
ple. These are in the so-called visible 
church, but not in “the church, which 
is his body” (Eph. 1:22). Originally, 
all in the local church were also mem- 
bers of the body of Christ. But through 


man’s failure, unreal professors soon 
found their way into the visible church 
and such have ever been a source of 
weakness. 


The Historical Setting 

Following the descent of the Holy 
Spirit on Pentecost, we find believers 
gathering together in Christian fellow- 
ship, though not yet outwardly separated 
from Judaism. As time went on, the 
line ef demarcation became more and 
more distinct. The Ephesian church was 
made up, almost entirely, of converted 
Gentiles. The Epistle to the Ephesians 
was written during Paul’s first imprison- 
ment in Rome, about A. D. 62. 


Verse by Verse 

Acts 2:41—“The same day there were 
added ... about three thousand souls.” 
The 120 believers constituted the 
nucleus of the Church. They were bap- 
tized into one body (though the reve- 
lation of the body was not yet given, 
but awaited the conversion of Saul of 
Tarsus) and immediately began to wit- 
ness to the risen Christ. By nightfall, 
three thousand, who received the Word 


and were baptized, were added to their 
company. This was the birthday of the 
Church, : 

Verse 42.—“They continued stedfastly 
in” four things: “the apostles’ doctrine,” 
or teaching, receiving needed instruction 
as given by the first leaders in the 
church; “fellowship” one with ‘another, 
as having a common faith and common 
interests; the “breaking of bread,” prob- 
ably what we call the communion, the 
daily observance of the Lord’s Supper 
in remembrance of their Saviour; and in 
“prayers,” the expression of the sense of 
need of divine help and sustenance. 

Verse 43.—“Fear .came upon every 
soul.” The awesome sense of God’s pres- 
ence in the Spirit’s power was realized 
by them all. It was He who wrought 
through the apostles in the working of 
miracles for the relief of human suf- 
fering and the accrediting of the new 
message. 

Verse 44.—“[{They] .. . had all things 
common.” This was not by command of 
the Lord, but by common consent. Love 
was so active that those who had been 
blessed with worldly goods shared gladly 
with those who had not. 
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Lesson for December 7 


Verse 45.—“As every man had need.” 
Some have called this “an experiment 
in Christian communism.” But it was 
more than that. It was the gracious ac- 
tivity of divine love shed abroad in the 
hearts of these early believers by the 
Holy Spirit (Rom. 5:5). 

Verse 46,—“Continuing . . . in the tem- 
ple.” They still frequented the Temple 
as the recognized house of God in Jeru- 
salem. But they broke bread, not ex- 
actly “from house to house,” but at home, 
as the Authorized Version margin and 
the Revised Version give it. As Jews, 
albeit converted to Christ, they still 
thought of the Temple as the place 
where Jehovah had set His name, but 
they remembered the Lord in the seclu- 
sion of their own homes, 


Verse 47.—“The Lord added.” The best 
manuscripts omit “to the church.” He 
added to them who were already His, 
“such as were being saved” (margin); 
that is, day by day as others confessed 
Christ, they were added to the company 
of the believers. They are called “the 
church” first in chapter 5, verse 11, but 
it is clear that it réfers to exactly the 
‘game group. The Lord adds by the bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit. 

Eph, 4:11.—“He gave . . . apostles... 
prophets ... evangelists . . . pastors and 
teachers.” The risen, ascended Christ, 
_ the Head of the Church, has given neces- 
sary gifts for the winning of souls and 
the edification of His body. These con- 
sist of “apostles,” His special accredited 
and authoritative messengers; “prophets,” 
men of illuminated understanding, to 
make known His truth for edification 
and comfort (1 Cor. 14:3); “evangelists,” 
whose work it is to go out after the lost 
and through the proclamation of the 
Gospel bring men to Christ; and “pas- 
tors and teachers,” who are responsible 
for the building up and instruction of 
the church. How different is all this 
from mere professionalism ! 

Verse 12.—“For the perfecting of the 
saints.” As the verse is punctuated in 
the Authorized Version one would sup- 
pose these leaders had full responsibility 
for three lines of service, namely, per- 
fecting the saints, doing the work of 
ministry, and edifying the body. But 
if we remove the commas the sense be- 
comes clearer. These gifts are for the 
perfecting of the saints for the work 
of service for building up the body of 
Christ. All members of the body have 
their place and are to labor for the bless- 
ing of all the rest. 

Verse 13.—“Till we all come in the 
unity of the faith, ... unto a perfect 
man.” This gracious ministry will be 
needed as long as the Church is on 
earth. It will only be dispensed with 
when we reach the state of perfection 
in the glory for which God has chosen 
us. 


Verse 14—“That we henceforth be no 
more children.” ‘The Lord desires His

people to grow daily in grace and in 
knowledge, and the gifts are given for 
that purpose. As they learn to know 
the truth, they will become stable and 
firm in the faith, and will not readily 
be the prey of the representatives of 
false cults and wunscriptural systems, 
whereby the ignorant and unwary are 
deceived. 

Verse 15.—“Speaking the trith in 
love.” “Speaking-the-truth” is one word 
in the Greek. It has been rendered 
truthing: manifesting the truth in life 
and testimony, and this, not conten- 
tiously, but in the love of the Spirit. 
Thus we shall “grow up into him in all 
things, which is the head, even Christ.” 
He has never delegated headship to any 
other. Every member of His body is 
united to Him by the Spirit and should 
become increasingly like Him. 

Verse. 16—“The whole body fitly 
joined together” It is a beautiful pic- 
ture not only of unity, but of spiritual 
communion: each believer seeking the 
good of all the rest and allowing noth- 
ing to come in to mar fellowship, If 
all are functioning as divinely-planned, 
the whole body. will be edified. 

The Heart of the Lesson 

The Church is not an end in itself. 
It is the appointed means of the risen 
Lord for maintaining His testimony in 
the earth, even as it will be the vessel 
for the display of His glory*throughout 
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eternity (Eph. 2:7). It is here to rep- 
resent Him, and its members are respon- 
sible to Him as their Head, who by the 
Holy Spirit provides all needed power 
(Acts 1:8) and wisdom to witness for 
Him and to point sinners to His cross, 
as the place where the ransom was paid, 
and to the throne on which ‘He now sits 
exalted as a Prince and a Saviour. The 
Church is a divinely-constructed organ- 
ism, not simply an organization, in which 
each member has his proper function for 
the blessing and upbuilding of the whole.

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 

The Mission of the Church is not to 
glorify itself, but to magnify Christ, and 
in doing this to carry His Gospel into 
all the world, and bring lost men to the 
knowledge of His saving power. When 
the church ceases to witness, it ceases 
to function as a church of God. It is 
also the place of worship and of fellow- 
ship, where Christ Himself is in the 
midst and His people bring their sacri- 
fices of praise to present in. the Spirit's 
power. It was never intended to be an 
amusement center or a place of fleshly 
entertainment. 

Membership in the Church. All be- 
lievers are members of the Church, 
which is His body. Into this Church no 
man can receive members, nor can man 
put anyone out. But fellowship in a 
local church is a different thing. There 
the church receives those who are saved, 
and it is responsible to reject those who 
are unworthy. We read, “Receive ye one 
another, as Christ also received us to the 
glory of God” (Rom. 15:7). If saved 
ourselves, we should seek fellowship 
with those of like precious faith, and 
accept the responsibilities connected 
therewith. 


Applications and Summaries 

Because we who believe are members 
of one body, we should have the same 
care for another (1 Cor. 12:25). Am I 
as much concerned about my brother’s 
reputation as I am about my own? 

To become a member of the church 
is but the beginning. It puts one in a 
place of responsibility to seek the edifi- 
cation of the whole body and to witness 
for Christ. , 

Many imagine that joining a church 
will help save their souls. No one be- 
longs in the church until he has been 
saved already.

(v. 42). Aatami Kuortti, a Lutheran 
pastor in Russia, was sentenced to ten 
years of hard labor in a concentration 
camp because of his refusal to become 
a spy for the government. A very large 
proportion of the prisoners were Chris- 
tians, whose only offense was their 
Christian faith. One of the Finnish be- 
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lievers received a package from home, 
a little bread and a few apples. The 
first thing he thought of was that it 
would be possible now to celebrate the 
Lord’s Supper. He proposed this to Pas- 
tor Kuortti. The pastor thought it im- 
possible; “The guards would certainly 
interfere.” “But it is all arranged,” said 
Kajada. “I have already crushed the 
apple juice in a mug and the crusts will 
serve as communion bread. We can 
have the holy ordinance in the corner 
where my brother and I have our place, 
and the Russians if they see us will 
think we are drinking tea.” “I gladly fell 
in with the proposal of the brethren. 
After repetition of Scripture, I blessed 
the bread and the mug of apple juice, 
and we ate the Lord’s Holy Communion. 
The altar was but a dirty plank, and the 
pastor, as well as his flock, was in rags, 
yet we realized the presence of Christ.”

The Real Thing.—Praising God, and 
having favour with all the people (Acts 
2:47). Any individual, or any group, 
living. day after day, a consistent Chris- 
tian life, always has favor with the peo- 
ple. The Christian who lives a life as 
near as possible as Christ lived, has 
favor with the people. 

Such a one is never self-seeking, never 
trying to get»the better and best of a 
fellow man or woman; is helpful, is 
generous, open-handed and_— open- 
hearted. Never tries to “put over” a 
deal on someone less smart. Is just as 
religious on Monday and down the week 
in working clothes, apron and overalls, 
as on Sunday in the “Sunday-go-to-meet- 
ins” and the “biled shirt”! (Acts 4:13; 
John 8:31.) 

I have two exhibits in the case to 
illustrate this point. The first is the 
Salvation Army. When the Army first 
went campaigning they had “war.” The 
ammunition used was stale vegetables 
and garbage. The pounding of drums, 
the rattle of the tambourines, the blare 
of the trumpets were met with the 
“music” of jeers, laughter, and catcalls. 
But when the people saw how these ear- 
nest Christians strived to live and work 
to the line laid down by the Lord Jesus, 
what a great change! They met with 
favor from all the people from slum to 
palace. General William Booth was in- 
vited to Court. In America the people 
gave Ballington Booth the great build- 
ing in New York. In the Great War the 
soldier boys came home full of. praise 
for Salvation Army service. 

The other exhibit is our “Pennsyl- 
vany Dutch.” They live the Christ life 
as laid down in the Sermon on the 
Mount. We Baptists, Methodists, Pres- 
byterians, Lutherans, and Quakers are 
proud of our fellow Christians as they 
live their simple agricultural lives. 

I could name a third in the Moravians, 
who also emulate the Master.

One of the 
sad experiences of life is to find old folks 
with no particular zest in the things that 
make up the daily living. 

It is a striking fact that ‘those who are 
engaged in active Christian work never 
suffer with boredom (ennui), and, they 
refuse point-blank to “grow old.” Eyes, 
ears, and tongues may halt.and perhaps 
fail to. the. Sunday school worker, but 
the young spirit, like my Twin Six “Aunt 
Betsy,” continues to strike on all cylin- 
ders and go rolling along with the best 
new: models. We may not be stream- 
lined with the gear shift at the steering 


wheel, but folks seeing the “old boat” 


go by say, “Still full of pep and getting 
there.” 

All of. this is to say that when you 
tie up with the church don’t be content 
ta: be .a-mere “belonger” or a “pew 
warmer.” You can be a part of one and 
another of the societies. Get into a Bible 
élass.* You can send-.out comforting mes- 
sages. You can figuratively and actually 
pat your pastor on the back and cry, 
“Wade in, Dominie, I’m fanning for ya!” 
They ‘will call you “Old Reliable, one of 
our best !” 


Voice Culture.—Speaking the truth in 
love (v. 15). It has been said many 
times in this Corner, as well as else- 
where, that if this writer had anything 
to do with a school or college he would 
have a good big course in voice training. 
A> finely modulated, well-trained voige 
is a*most valuable asset to any man or 
woman or preacher. It is one of the 
most. valuable tools in the minister's 
workbox.- It is an important part. of 
the ministér’s job to preach and teach 
the truth, : 

Paul, a°master workman himself, tells 
us. to speak the truth in love. Should 
you not know how to speak in love, 
watch your chance to hear a mother talk 
with her beloved child. The words come 
with a soft musical cadenco and accent, 
all ‘in the lower register. 

‘The lover does not talk to. his be- 
loved in a strident accent, but his words 
are gentle and flow like music. Those 
who listen to the famous “Amos ’n Andy” 
broadcast have a-fine example of what 
is meant in this paragraph. It is shown 
in the way Andy speaks to “Kingfish” 
and “Lightnin’” and then to one of his 
many sweéthearts “over the phone.” 
The two men who put on this comedy 
were formerly engaged in educational 
activities, -and back of all their. enter- 
tainment is a philosophy, if you will stop 
long enough to consider it. They are 
poking fun at human foibles, and the 
voice faults are some of them. (Psa. 
75:5; Prov. 15:1.) 

I noticed long ago, the ministers that 
came fromm Great Britain have nicely 
miodulatéd voices which are most pleas- 
Not one has ever had a 
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nage! twang. If he talked through his 
nose he had it taken out of him at col- 
lege. I have known Dr. Meyer, Dr. 
Jowett, Dr. McGowan, and others. I 
asked one of these gentlemen if in the 
course of preparation for the ministry 
attention: was given to their voice so they 
could present the Gospel message effec- 
tively in love. The answer was, “Yes, 
indeed*much attention.” 

Demosthenes — oh, well, you know the 
old story of the pebbles in the mouth 
and the ocean waves. Mr. Preacher, if 
you have one of those nasal, rasping 
voices, get to work on it.

Some go to church because their 
friends go, and they enjoy companion- 
ship.

Some go because they feel it is a 
duty, and they will earn a reward for 
doing their duty. 

Some go because they like to do 
church work; they enjoy leadership.

Some go because they love the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and want to join with 
others of like mind. in worship and 
praise. 

Why do YOU go to church? 

Children should .be in .church be- 
cause — 

God has commanded His people to 
meet together for -worship (Heb. 10:25). 

Christ. especially invited children to 
come to Him .(Matt. 19:14). 

The church is the place where chil- 
dren will hear the Gospel, and learn how 
to become children of God. 

They. should he forming the habit, of 
going to church, not Sunday school only. 

They should be learning to praise and 
worship. 

They. should begin to listen to the ser- 
mon, and the wise preacher will have 
something for them, every Sunday. 

They. should be learning reverence for 
God, which is sadly lacking. 

Try to get the children’s reasons for 
coming to Sunday school, and then give 
them some. reasons for staying to the 
church service. We haye a sad_ habit 
of going to Sunday school, and then go- 
ing home. .We Primary teachers en- 
courage this by singing joyfully, “Sun- 
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day school is over, and we are going 
home!” Cut that song out of the book 
or else revise it as one teacher I know, 
who has them sing, “Sunday school is 
over, and now we're going to church.” 

Many Sunday school children have 
never been in the church service, and 
would be impressed by the reverence 
and solemnity of the service. My earliest 
impression of the church dates back ‘to 
a card that always hung in the vestibule 
of the church. After several weeks, -I 
laboriously spelled it out, so you know 
about how old I was. Then I asked 
about it. The card read: 

“The Lord is in his holy temple: let 
all the earth keep silence before him” 
(Hab. 2:20). 

That has gone with me through the 
years, and I instinctively feel that awe 
and reverence that the text inspired .in 
my child heart and mind. But-I must 
confess that I get an awful jolt in many 
churches today when I go in, and find 
everybody talking and laughing, even 
through the organ prelude, seemingly 
thinking the music is entirely to cover ~ 
the sound of their conversation. 

Take the Sunday school children to 
church, but take a good look at the 
church ‘service and the conduct of the 
congregation, and see whether the child 
would get the impression that they were 
worshiping God the Maker of Heaven 
and earth, the One altogether holy, 
clothed with might and power.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 

Beginning: Your church. 

Discussion: What sort of church is 
yours? Is it a progressive, happy, going 
church? If not, why not? Whose fault 
is it? Be careful here. Could any part 
of its failures be on account of you? Do 
you criticize anyone in your church? 
How can this be corrected? 

Objective: Being a worthy part of the 
“body of Christ.” 











AY, fellows, just how do you think 
about your church? Are you a 
member of a church? If you are a Chris- 
tian you should be. Don’t allow yourself 
for a moment to think you can live 
your Christian life at its best without 
the church. Some very good and sincere 
people have thought that, and because 
they did, not like the preacher, or some 
of the members were objectionable to 
them, they quit. That was a very unwise 
thing to do, unless they found some other 
church organization and lost no time at- 
taching themselves and taking their part 
in the church’s work. For this reason, 
if for no other, the Church is the body 
of Jesus Christ, and He is the Head. 
No finer thing could ever be said about 
any organization than that. It is a high 
privilege and a great honor to be a mem- 
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ber of the body of Christ. One should 


never quit a church because of dislike 
or disapproval of preacher or members, 
and go to another, until after very ear- 
nest. prayer and seeking to know God’s 
will in. the matter. It may be He has 
a ministry for you there which will re- 
quire sacrifice of your personal desires. 
There -will always be imperfections in 
any church organization, because of the 
human element. Human. nature is just 
naturally cantankerous. But it should 
always’ be borne in mind that the true 
Church in its divine and orderly and 
progressive program is the body of our 
Lord; that He is the Head; and Jesus 
Christ is perfect. : 

After we have recognized the fact that 
the Church is built upon the one foun- 
dation. which is Jesus Christ, then we 
should remember that its program rests 
upon the pillars of sacrifice and testi- 
mony. - It was born in the supreme sac- 
rifice of.the Son of God on Calvary. You 
will. find that every proper relationship 
to. your- church and every service you 
ean perform in that relationship brings 
you face to face with sacrifice. Accord- 
ing as you face sacrifice and do not run 
away from it, in the same degree will 
your membership be effective and happy. 
To do your part in the church’s program 
will.require the giving of your time, and 


that. means sacrificing the other thing 


you- wanted to do with that time. It 
will require money, and that means the 
sacrificing of some other things you 
wanted to spend that money for. It will 
sometimes require the sacrifice of your 
pride, and that means you will have to 
submit to being humbled. Somebody 
said something about you, or about one 
you love, and pride rises up to resent 
or defend or retaliate. That must be 
sacrificed. Remember the human body 
of our Lord was humbled by even fiend- 
ish forms of injustice and cruelty, If 
you suffer abasement or abuse and do not 
fight back, you are sharing in the “fel- 


lowship of his sufferings” (Phil. 3:10). 


Is it not a strange thing that church 
members, even church leaders, seem to 
forget the sacrifice part of the program 
—>the “not my will, but thine, be done” 
part of the program—and say, “I will 
not be humbled; I shall have my way”? 
Is it not. strange that church members 
will see the need of funds to carry on 
the church’s work, but seem to say, 
“I-will not sacrifice my expensive pleas- 
ures, my trips, my luxuries, my high 
standard of living; I’ll give a dollar or 
two and let it go at that’? The call 
is for sacrifice. The call is for humbled 
pride. The call is for lowly service 
“Thy will be done.” There would never 
be any church fusses, and the body of 
Christ would go forward with an effec- 
tive testimony. Multitudes of souls would 
be saved. 

Fellows, think about it frankly: what 
kind of church member are you?

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For Junior Teachers

AN you. find in the Bible a well- 

known chapter on the vine? on 
thanksgiving? on love? the Ten Com- 
mandments? What new commandment 
did the Lord Jesus give? Why do you 
think He expects.us to do. that? . Why 
do. you love your brothers and sisters? 
Is it because you are in the same,family? 
God ‘is the Father of a family, too. Who 
are some of the other members? . Can 
you prove by..a verse in the Bible that 
you are one of His sons? (John 1:12, 
or others.) The Lord Jesus very clearly 
told whom He considered members of 
His family (Matt. 12:46-50). ‘You see, 
if we are in His family, He expects us 
to love our-brothers and sisters in the 
Christian family. How does love act? 
(Review the teaching of 1 Corinthians 
13.) 

Our home families get together at 
meals and other times. (Show an illus- 
tration.) Do the members of God’s fam- 
ily ever meet together? (Show a pic- 
ture of people gathered in church.) After 
a person is born into God’s family, he 
usually is baptized and joins some par- 
ticular church group. When the. Lord 
told his disciples, “Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to every 
creature,” He also said, “He that. be- 
lieveth and is ‘baptized shall be saved” 
(Mark 16:15, 16). If you have. questions 
about baptism and joining the church 
I will try to answer them. (Make dis- 
tinction among the Church as the body 
of all true believers, the church as a 
local organization, and the church as a 
building.) 

Suppose you had been brought up in 
a different family and never or rarely 
visited your own folks. Would you care 
much for them? Suppose you never or 
rarely visit God’s family. Will you have 
much love for these people you do not 
know? 

What does Father do for the home 
family? Mother? your older brothers 
and sisters? the little tots? you? Each 
one in the family helps or makes the 
others happier in some way, according to 
his strength or ability—even the baby 
has a sunny smile. 

In the church family what*does the 
minister do? the janitor? the, organist? 
the ushers? What can you do? You 
can be there every Sunday (Heb.. 10: 
25). I hope you feel the same as the 
Psalmist felt when it was time to go 
te church (Psa. 122:1; 100:4). You can 
worship ‘the Lord (Hab. 2:20) in prayer, 
you can praise Him in song (Heb. 2: 
12b).. You can listen attentively to the 
Scripture reading (Col. 3:16a) and join 
in the responsive reading and hymns (v. 
16b). You can put your pennies or 
nickels or dimes into the offering (Psa. 
96:8b). This money is used to help keep 
the church family going and to é¢arry on 
the Lord’s work in other places. Per- 
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haps there is a special sermon for you. 
I hope you remain for the regular ser- 
mon, too. Try to remember the text 
and some things that the minister says, 
so that you can repeat them correctly 
to Grandmother or someone who cannot 
attend church. ; 

As the above questions are being an- 
swered, outline on the blackboard or a 
large sheet of paper a church with spire, 
roof, door, two windows; or represent 
the main features of your own edifice. 
‘Print the minister’s duties on the spire, 
the janitor’s on the door, the organist’s 
on one window, the ushers’.on the sec- 
ond window. List what Juniors can do 
on the remaining sections of the build, 
ing. 

Plan for your class to attend church 
in a body if the members are not in the 
habit of attending. If church follows 
Sunday. school, see that the pupils have 
advance notice so that parents may 
know why their children do not return 
at the usual time. Teach at least .one 
verse of a hymn such as “I Love, Thy 
Kingdom, Lord,” or “Blest Be the Tie 
That Binds.” Possibly the music direotor 
will include in the day’s order of wor- 
ship at least one hymn familiar to. the 
children. 

Ascertain if there is some special way 
in which Juniors may serve, by deliver- 
ing announcements or papers about 
town, singing in a Junior choir, contrib- 
uting toys and books for a church Christ- 
mas project, or participating in a church 
Christmas program.

The true Church is not a building. It 
consists of all those who know the Lord 
and love Him, regardless of their race, 
culture, or denomination.

Worship is fundamental, and we can 
worship anywhere.

1. First of all, the Bible itself claims 
to be the Word of God. This may seem, 
at first glance, as the late Dr. James M. 
Gray has pointed out, to be reasoning 
in a circles However, when we have 
sufficient evidence of a man’s veracity, 
we may reasonably believe him when 
he speaks about himself. There are so 
many outside evidences of the truth of 
God’s Word that we are therefore justi- 
fied in accepting what it says concerning 
itself when we read in it, “No prophecy 
of the sciipture is of’any private inter- 
pretation. For the prophecy came not 


~ in old time by the will of man: but holy 


men of God spake as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghost” (2 Pet. 2:20, 21), 
and, “All sciipture is given by inspira- 
tion of God, and is profitable for doctrine, 
for reproof, for correction, for instruc- 
tion in righteousness” (2 Tim. 3:16, 17). 
Careful Bible students have shown 
that, at least two thousand times in the 
Old Testament, the phrase, “Thus saith 
the Holy Ghost,” or its equivalent, is 
used; and over and over in the New 
Testament, portions from the Old Testa- 
ment are quoted with such comments as, 
“Which the Holy Ghost by the mouth of 
David spake” (Acts 1:16), and, “Well 
spake the Holy Ghost by Esaias the 
prophet” (Acts 28:25), and the like.

2. The testimony of the Lord Jesus 
credits the authorship of the Scriptures 


to God (Mark 7:13; Luke 24:27, 44). He. 


taught that the Scripture cannot be 
broken (John 10:35), and that “one jot 
or one tittle shall in no wise pass from 
the law, till all be fulfilled” (Matt. 5:18). 

His promise to His disciples concern- 
ing the Holy Spirit provided for the 
divine inspiration of the New Testament, 
which these men were to write, when 
He said, “The Holy Ghost, whom the 
Father will send in my name, he shall 
teach you all things, and bring all things 
to your remembrance, whatsoever I have 
said unto you” (John 14:26), and, “When 
he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he will 
guide you into all‘ truth: for he shall 
not speak of himself; but whatsoever 
he shall hear, that shall he speak: and 
he will shew you things to come. He 
shall glorify me: for he shall receive of 
mine, and shall shew it unto you” (John 
16:13, 14).

3. That the Bible is the Word of God 
is seen in fulfilled prophecy. By no ele- 
ment of chance or the wildest flight of 
imagination could the Old Testament 
prophets have written down their proph- 
ecies concerning the coming Messiah or 
recorded the events that were to happen 
to the Jews and the heathen nations 
immediately surrounding them.

4. The truth of the Scriptures is seen 
in their unity. Sixty-six books written 
by more than thirty-six different per- 
sons over a period of more than fifteen 
hundred years, in three languages, and 
from many different countries, make 
up our Bible. Yet the reader cannot 
help but be struck with the unity of 
thought and oneness of message. The 
more one studies the Scriptures the more 
evident this becomes. If you saw an 
airplane assembled from parts that came 
from every section of the country, the 
work of many different mechanics, and 
yet so perfect in detail and form that, 
when it had been fueled, it could grace- 
fully take off and span a continent, you 
would be compelled to realize that be- 
hind the individual workers was the 
master mind of the designer or engineer, 
who had planned it and had given to 
each worker specifications for his par- 
ticular work.

Care for God’s Fruit Trees. By Harry 
A. Ironside, Litt.D. (Zondervan Publish- 
ing House, Grand Rapids, Mich., $1.) One 
of the marks of a great preacher is his 
ability to take the most familiar Bible 
passages and open up in them fountains 
of spiritual refreshing which seem alto- 
gether new. Dr. Ironside is beyond ques- 
tion a great preacher. In the last of 
the sixteen addresses which comprise 
this volume he has used perhaps the 
most familiar passages in the New Tes- 
tament, the first six verses of John four- 
teen, as a text for his sermon on “The 
Father’s House and the Way There.” The 
message is full of freshness and com- 
fort, as sweet as if one were hearing 
these blessed words of our Lord for the 
first time. There is an illuminating study 
on false separation, the fault of the over- 
zealous. “Living the Resurrection Life” 
consists of two meager but memorable 
pages. In it the author quotes Thoreau, 
“If I do not keep in step with others, it 
is because I hear a different drumbeat.” 
Dr. ‘Ironside’s application of the familiar 
sentiment to the Christian’s walk is even 
more significant than that of the original 
author. This latest collection of the ad- 
dresses of the pastor of Moody Memorial 
Church in Chicago has permanent value. 


Women of the Bible. By H. V. Morton. 
(Dodd, Mead and Co., New York, $2.) 
Twenty-three of the women of the Bible 
have been sketched here by the author 
with the masterly skill of an artist. When 
you lay down the book—you will read 
it to the end—you will feel that you 
have been an eye-witness in lands now 
fast closed by war to the occasional 
traveler, to scenes even more completely 
obliterated by the ravages of time. The 
book is vivid, fascinating, stimulating. 
It will, no doubt, send you to the Bible 
itself to verify its accuracy. In the main 
it does no violence to the account whence 
it must derive its facts, a remarkable 
thing when one considers the rich play 
of imagination. Conservative Bible stu- 
dents will not endorse some of the 
author’s casual suggestions, as for in- 
stance that Saint Paul designated cer- 
tain Old Testament stories as true only 
in a spiritual sense, or the suggestion 
that an “over-patriotic scribe” may have 
embellished the vindictiveness of Queen 
Esther. But. the portraits are power- 
fully drawn. deserving of thoughtful 
study, calculated to emphasize most defi- 
nitely what the author says one remarks 
even in the early pages of Genesis, that 
“although we move through ages fan- 
tastically remote, we are all the time 
moving in the heart of human nature.” 
His study of the fall of man and its 
ever-present consequences is particu- 
larly fine.
